ACCUMULATION OF PROPERTY. 


A great part of the producis of agriculture, | 


are of a perishable character. In fact they dis- 
appear daily, being used for food and for rai- 
ment. Hence, the whole cannot be accumulated 
in a permanent form, a large part of these pro- 
ducts being consumed by the families of the 
farmers themselves, it is only what they 
receive for the surplus that can be put into a 
permanent form, and be counted as fixed or ac- 
cumulating capital. The same fact rules in all 
other business, a part only of the earnings or 
products of the mechanic or merchant can be 
laid by as accumulation. The larger part he 
must put into his stomach, or upon his back. 

Notwithstanding this, if these surpluses were 
prudently taken care of, the amount saved for 
a series of years ought to be large. They are 
not, however, so large as they should be, because 
of the waste and extravagance of the times.

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DEVON CATTLE. 
The Devon breed of cattle, or Devonshires, as 
they are frequently called, are among the stand- 
ard breeds of English cattle. Loudon, quoting 
from Culley’s work on live stock, describes them 
as being of a high red color, (if there are any 
white spots they reckon the breed impure, par- 
ticularly if these run one into another,) with a 
light dun ring round the eye, and the muzzle of 
the same color, fine in the bone, clean in the 
neck, horns of a medium length, bent upwards, 
thinfaced and fine in the chops, wide in the hips, 
a tolerable barrel, but rather flat on the sides, 
tail small and set on vey high ; they are thin 
skinned, and silky in handling, feed at an early 
age, and arrive at maturity earlier than most 
breeds. 
Parkinson, in his work on cattle, says they 
are a model for all persons who breed oxen for 
the yoke. Dickens, in® his Practical Agricul- 
ture, says the North Devon variety are remark- 
able for the fineness in the grain of their meat. 
This breed may now be found in great purity 
in many parts of Massachusetts and Connecti- 
cut, where they are highly prized. By care in 
breeding, they have been much improved in form 
and in their milking properties. The flatness 
of side spoken of by the author just quoted is 
not very oftenseen. Mr. Buckminster of Fram- 
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ingham, editor of the Mass. Ploughman, has 
some of this breed, among which is one young | 
cow that yields milk so rich that he has made a 
pound of butter from four quarts of her milk. 

Some of this breed have occasionally been in- 
troduced into Maine, and been of great service, 
but we regret to say that little pains have been 
taken to keep the breed pure, and hence, by 
haphazard breeding, they have noé preserved 
their original properties. 

Some twenty or more years ago, a full blood 
bull from the Patterson stock of Maryland was| 
kept onthe Thorndike farm, in the town of |

HOOF BOUND. 

The following are the directions of Dr. Dadd 
for this disease, and we regard them as the best 
we have seen on this interesting subject to every 
farmer, few of whom are acquainted with this 
important knowledge. The shoer, however, has 
much to do with this disease ; for inmany cases 
he can produce it by improper shozing ; and can 
cure it, in its early stages, by proper shoeing.

“In all cases we must endeavor to give the 
frog a bearing on the ground ; and in order to 
do this the shoe ought to be removed. A dry, 


| brittle, and contracted hoof may be improved 


by repeated poulticing with soft soap and rye 
meal, applied cold. So soonas the hoof softens, 
let it be dressed, night and morning, with tur- 
pentine, linseed oil, and powered charcoal, equal 
parts. Yet, after all, a run of grass ina soft 
pasture, the animal having nothing more than 
tips on his feet, is the best treatment. A very 
popular notion exists, that cow ‘manure has a 
wonderful effect on a contracted hoot’; but it is 
the eandid opinion of the author, and no doubt 
the reader will coincide, that filth and dirt of 
every kind are unfavorable to healthy action.

HOP CULTURE. 

The whole amount of hops produced in the 
United States in 1850, was 3,496,029 pounds, 
of which Maine produced but 40,120 pounds. 
The increase in the production of this useful ar- 
ticle was nearly 200 per cent. from 1840 to 1850, 
and the high prices which it has commanded 
since 1850 have stimulated very much its culti- 
vation. In this State the profits of the crop 
have excited the attention of ofr agricultural- 
ists, and have induced many to engage in its 
cultivation. Some of the farmers in Franklin 
county and other localities have large fields de- 
voted to it and have realized yery handsome re- 
turns. 

We hear that some of the farmers of Oxford 
county intend to try it the coming year, and we 
have no doubt they too will meet with equal 
success, especially those who possess rich inter- 
vale lands. One thousand pounds to the acre, 
we believe, is a fuir yield, which at 30 cts. the 
pound amounts to $300. But the price has 
been as high as 40 cts. the pound and even more, 
which would give $400 to the acre, which isa 
very fair income.

The spout for delivery 
of the water is about two feet above the ground. 
Last week he found Jack Frost had crept in and 
held the water fast. He thawed the spout but 
still the water wouldn’t flow. He tried to get 
the plug out at the top but that was fast, and 
he had to bore it out with an auger. He found 
the head ful of ice. Having procured a lead 
tube about four feet long, and a tea-kettle full 
of hot water, he commenced an attack upon the 
ice within by placing one end of the tube on 
the top of the ice and pouring hot water through 
it. In a short time the ice had completely 
thawed and the trouble vamosed. 

Moses thought that with his lead tube and a 
single tea-kettle full of hot water, he could bore 
a hole through the thickest ice in any of the 
ponds in Maine, but our friend Colonel W. 
doubted that, because there would be no chance 
for the hot water to escape,—whereupon an 
argument sprung up, whether ice in a pond was 
more refractory and unmeltable, than ice in a 
pump log.

weather should in all cases possible be painted 
The best 
time in the year is in November and December. 


in the fall, winter or early spring. 


This, experience has abundantly shown. 


On exposed surfaces, painted in the warmer 
portions of the year, it will be found that the oil 
has commenced ‘leaving the paint’’ in one, two 
or three years, according to the quality of the 


materials used. In passing the hand over it, 
portions will adhere, and every rain will carry 
off these loose particles, so that ina very few 
years the paint if not removed will all disappear. 
On the other hand if reasonably good material 
be used, and put on in the months indicated, the 


paint will last twice or thrice as long, thus 


saving the cost of one or two renewals, to say 
nothing of the better preservation of the wood.

ways the sweetest ; it is then treated as though 
it was a new milk’s cheese. They are colored, 
both within and without, to suit the taste of 
the market for which they are designed. When 
first cut for use, they appear fat and unctuous, 
and pass very well for the best quality of cheese, 
but after being exposed a few days to the air, 
they often become quite dry and rancid. 

Our farmers and their wives should look to 
it, and see if by the abundance and the quality 
of their own products they cannot drive such

RAISING WOOD. 

Mr. Eprror :—The great change in the value 
of wood, and land to raise it on, especially in 
the vicinity of rail roads, has excited an interest 
in the minds of many to provide for the growth 
of the young wood. During the past year, I 
became interested in a lot of land principally 
covered witha fine growth of wood. As one 
object was to take off the wood, by which the 
land was to be paid for, the high price of fuel 
caused about all of the wood to be taken off the 
land, after which the question came up as to 
what might be done to produce the greatest in- 
terest for the purchase money. 

Facts were presented that plainly demonstrat- 
ed that money paid for land not so well calcu- 
lated for cultivation would pay in the raising of 
wood, and as the necessity of fencing was appa- 
rent, that horned cattle, especially, should not 
browse the sprout, a question of interest pre- 
sented itself for our consideration, of a novel 
character to us. 

Ordinarily the partition fences are made by 
the owners of lands adjoining, but in our case 
we find we have to build three-fourths of the 
whole, to wit: That upon the traveled highway, 
and that by the side of wood or unoccupied land 
adjoining. ‘This being settled, how shall that 
in the woods be done? “It was determined that 
it should be made forthwith, which was done in 
the following manner: Take of the black or 
brown ash, in our case growing on the land, 
such as will make round or split posts, and of 
the same, together with the white maple, such 
as are needed for rails or poles; clear the way 
on the line, string along as they are wanted, on 
the snow and ice—now sufficiently hard to bear 
cattle—all that are required; then, with crow- 
bar and shovel, begin to set up the posts, which 
tay be done in the woods better now than when) 
the ground is bare, and witha sledge drive them 
as far into the ground as is needed. The rails 
or poles are then nailed to the posts, 2 or 3, as 
the case may be, and you have a hundred rods 
or more of as good fence as is wanted, at little 
cost. Upon trial of this mode of making a fence, 











one will be surprised to know how cheap and 


hinges of the street door, and it will shut gently, 
with luxurious ease, and with the use of a small 
amount of force. A neglected lock requires 
great violence to cause it to shut and with so 
much violence that the whole house, its doors, 
its windows, its very floors and joists are much 
shaken, and in time they get out of repair ,in 
all sorts of ways, tosay nothing of the dust 
that is misplaced every time the place is so 
shaken. The incessant banging of doors, 
scrooping of locks, creaking and screaming of 
hinges, ‘isa great discomfort. Even tbe bell 
wire cranks should sometimes be oiled, and they 
will act more certainly and with such gentle force 
that there will be little danger of breaking any 
part of them. The castors of tables and chairs 
should sometimes be oiled, and they will move 
with such gentle impulse and so quietly that a 
sleeping child or old man is not awakened. A 
well oiled door lock opens and shuts with hard- 
ly-a whisper. Three pennyworths of oil used in 
a large house once a year willsave many shillings 
in locks and other materials,and in the end will 
save many pounds in even the substantial re- 
pairs of a house ; and an old wife living and 
sleeping in, quiet repose will enjoy many more 
years-of even temper and active usefulness. 
Housekeepers, pray do not forget the oil. A 
stitch in time saves nine, andadrop in time 
saves pounds. [The Builder. 





Suir Worms. A paper containing an account 
of some curious investigations into the natural 
history of that destructive pest, the Toreda Nava- 
lis, or Salt Water Worm, was read by James 
Jarvis, Esq., at a meeting of the National In- 
stitute, in Washington, on the 16th inst. The 
paper stated that in pieces of wood deposited 
for the purpose of experiment in Elizabeth river, 
at Norfolk, these worms made their appearance 
about the 20th of June. During the summer 
they grow toa length of from six to twelve 
inches, and attained a diameter of from three- 
eighths to halfan inch, excavating a tunnel 
twelve inches long. This insect is very destrue- 
tive in New York and other harbors to the south- 
ward of that port. At Norfolk the bottom 
plank of a ship will be destroyed, if unprotected, 
ina single summer. Charring, painting and 
copper sheathing, are preventives from the at- 
tacks of the worm, although if any part is left 
uncovered, any crack or nail hole, it will cer- 
tainly be taken advantage of.

ANCIENT RELICS OF LAKE SUPERIOR. | 

The correspondent of the N. Y. Tribune men- 
tions the discovery of some highly interesting 
relics which were found near Lake Superior be- 
neath a strata of sand, and under a stump 
which had grown on the top of a strata of clay. | 
On upturning the roots of this stnmp, were dis- 
covered many curious ancient implements ot 
war. Three spear heads were found as perfect- 
ly and accurately formed as any of modern 
manufacture. By the side of them lay two) 
relics, that all here suppose to be the adzes of 
the ancients, differing, however, in shape from 
the modern. With these, were also fund two 
small stone hammers. 

All these implements, except the hammers 
were made of the purest copper, and tempered 
to a hardness almost equal to steel. There 
were also fragments of melted copper. The 
spear heads were made to fit on wooden handles, 
and the heads were 12 and 14 inches long. 
This region is exceedingly interesting in these 
antiquarian specimens, nearly all the mineral 
range is full of ancient pita whence copper was 
taken—how many hundred years ago? And) 
those pits, when opened, are found full of tools, 
hammers, chips, and other evidences of labor 
bestowed by other races of men than Indiads. 

The miners are proud of the chance to say to 
the world that they have ancient diggings on 
their location, the best mines on whole ranges 
are those that have these ancient diggings. 

I recently found a copper ring on the shore of 
the river. "It was a ring that must have been 
made by some of the earliest Jesuits that came 
to this country, two hundred years ago, for it 
had engraved on it, I. H. 8., the symbol of their 
profession. It had lain so long in the .sand, 
that it was cOvered with a smooth, green color, 
like paint, as indeed were all the other curiosi- 
ties 1 have mentioned.

We notice in a late English paper, an adver- 
tisement for the sale at auction, of 70 head of 
‘Channel Islands” cattle, the property of Philip 
Dauncy, Esq., of Horwood Rectory, Bucks. It 
may be well to mention, however, that notice 
has been subsequently published that the owner 
had changed his mind and concluded not to sell 
the stock. The herd comprised 53 cows. In 
regard to their character and dairy properties, 
the following statement is made :—The forma- 
tion of this herd has been for nearly 30 years one 
of the chief occupations of its owner. Their 
character and color are believed to be quite 
unique; and they have been, by many good 
judges, allowed to have symmetry, as well as 
the peculiar beauties of their race. 

On thase points, those who may honor them 
with a visit will judge for themselves; but as 
dairy uses have been thoroughly attended to by 
their breeder, and for many years no bull used 
who was not of a milking st:ain of blood, it may 
be as well to state, as an evidence of their pow- 
ers, this fact, that for the last three years, 156 
successive weeks, they have, on an average made 
six pounds per week, dry or milking.’’ .Weun- 
derstand by this, that the 53 cows have produc- 
ed an average of 312 lbs., of butter annually, for 
three years in succession—a product exceeding 
that of any other herd, of equal number, of 
which we have any account. Although «30

He owns some two 
hundred and twenty cows, twenty-five horses, and 
drives five yoke of oxen. In his dairy he makes 
butter only. The average yield of butter from 
the milk of each cow, is one Rundred and fifty 
pounds. The eows are mostly of tho native 
breed. Two huge ‘¢dasher” churns are set in 
motion by two ‘“‘horsepowers,”’ and the batter 
is “‘worked” by the old fashtoned ‘‘paddle. 
His stock of animals consume about five hundred 


tons of hay annually.

Ixptan Murrmxs. A pint and a half of yel- 
low Indian meal, sifted. A handful of wheat 
flour. A quarter. of a pound of fresh butter. 
A quart of milk. Four eggs. A very small 
tea-spoonful ofsalt. Put the milk into a sauce- 
ran. Cut the butter into it. Set it over the 
fire and warm it until the butter is very soft, - 
but not until it melts. Then take it off, stir it 
well, till all mixed, and set it away to cool. 
Beat four eggs very light and wien ‘the~milte 
is cold, stir them into it, alternately with the 
meal, a little ata time of each. Add the salt. 
Beat the whole very hard after it is all mixed. 
Then butter some mufiin-rings on the inside. 
Set them in a hot oven, or on a heated griddle ; 
pour some of the batter into each; and bake 
the muffins well. Send them hot to table, con- 
tinuing to bake while a fresh supply is wanted. 
Pull them open with your fingers, and eat them 
with butter, to which you may add molasses or 
honey. [Farm Journal. 

Ixpran Hasty Puppixc. Put two quarts of 
milk into a clean pot or sauce-pan. Set it over 
the fire, adding a level tea-spoonful of salt, and 
when it comes to a boil, stir in a lump of fresh

with a mush-stick. Keep it boiling well, and 
continue to throw in Indian meal till it is so 
thick that the stick stands upright in it.

Putting the cerate on before retiring, answers 
very well. This quantity costs about twenty- 
five cents, and will last three winters. Tho 
vessel it is kept in should be covered, to prevent 
evaporation. 
Remepy ror tHe Cramp. Those who may bo 
subject in the night time to that excruciating 
pain called cramp, may be secure against its 
attacks by tying any kind of a bandage very 
tightly round the leg, immediately above the 
knee; or it may be remedied by breathing for- 
cibly, and taking long respirations, thus excit- 
ing the action of the lungs, by which means 
the whole system will be animated, and perhaps 
in less than a minute the disorder will be abat- 
ed and the pain effectually removed.

To Cuarmy Marie SvGar. The season is 
coming on when the manufacture of maple sugar 
will commence ; and for the information of those 
who like to make a good article, we commend 
the method which an intelligent Vermont farmer 
practices for the purpose of removing the color- 
ing matter of the sap, and which renders the 
sugar nearly as white as common crushed sugar. 
His method is to filtrate all his sap before boil- 
ing, though a hopper or box of sand, which, he 
says, takes out, not only all the dirt, but all the 
stains derived from leaves, tubs, crumbs of bark, 
and all other coloring matter that can prevent the 
sugar from being pure white.

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We have teceived the annual reports of the 
Trustees, Steward and Superintendent of the 
Hospital for Insane, for 1854. 

We always peruse these reports with a good 
‘deal of interest, inasmuch as they are an exhibit 
of the condition of an institution, established 
for the relief of those who are afflicted with the 
greatest of all calamities. 

The Trusttes report that the north wing, 
which is now in the course of coastruction, will 
be completed next year, when there will be ac- 
commodation for 250 patients which are con- 
sidered as many as one superintendent ought to 
have charge of. But this number (250,) is less 
than half of the number of insane persons in 
the State. Of course, the other half, if it be 
found necessary to place them in an asylum 
must te sent out of the State. This indicates 
that the time is not far distant when another 
Hospital will be needed ,—indeed there is anoth- 
er one needed now, and there ought to be 
another in the eastern section of the State. . 

The Trustees say that the trouble in regard to 
the flow of water from the spring belonging to 
the hospital still exists. This ought not to 
be. Such an establishment ought at no moment 
to be deficient of water. This spring is higher 
than the roof of the hospital, and one anda 
quarter mile distant,—has an ample supply of 
water, but owing to the small calibre of the 
pipe, a sufficient supply of water could not be 
obtained from it. 

The Trustees have appointed a committee to 
investigate the subject, and if they find that a 
durable pipe of three inch bore, can be laid 
down in the room of the present lead pipe, and 


pipe will sell for, and the balance of a former 
appropriation remaining unexpended, amounting 
to $301, have directed that the new pipe should 
be laid down. This is prudent in the Trustees, 
and perhaps all they had power to do, but it is 
placing the matter too much on a contingency. 

Suppose the old pipe cannot be sold, so as 
(with the money on hand) to pay the expense of 
the new, what then? Why you must dribble 
along with the old pipe, and go dry a part of 
the time as youdo now. This you ought not to 
do, and we respectfully ask if the present Leg-| 
islature can not make provision four an ample) 
supply of water for the hospital before they ad-| 
journ. Let there be a pipe or conduit put down | 
from that spring to the Hospital so as to bring} 
a full supply of water, and let the State appro-| 
priate funds sufficient to do it. 

“The Trustees also report that they engaged 
Rev. J. H. Ingraham, to officiate as chaplain 
to the hospital, and that he performs his duties 
regularly every Sunday, and attends the funerals 
of all wio die and are buried there for $100 a 
year. This is all that the Legislature have 
given for this purpose and we must say that 
Mr. Ingraham, in so doing, is more liberal than 
the State. The Trustees ‘‘express their full 
belief that all the various officers employed in 
the Hospital, faithfully perform the various 
duties assigned them.’’ 

The report of the Steward gives an encourag- 
ing statement of the financial condition of the 
hospital. It seems by this that the receipts| 
about balance the running expenses of the cs-! 
tablishment. : 

The amount paid out during the year is| 
$17,561 00, and the receipts amount to $17,- 
516 58, leaving the hospital in debt $44,42c., 
but then there are due $8,285 28. There are!

The report of the Superintendent is valuable, 
as shewing the present condition of the institu- 
tion as it regards the patients, for its exLibit of 
statistical facts, and for the sound rational! 
hints in regard to the causes of the terrible 
malady (insanity,) with which so many are 
afflicted. We extract the following remarks :— 

There were remaining in the Institution on 
the 30th of November, 1853, one hundred nine- 
teen patients—sixty-one males and fifty-eight 
females. There have been admitted during the 
year, one hundred ten—fifty-seven males and 
fifty-three females ; making a total under treat- 
ment of two hundred twenty-nine—one hundred | 
eighteen males and one hundred eleven females, 
Of these, there had been discharged one hun-| 
dred fourteen—fifty-six males and fifty-eight | 
females ; of which forty-nine recovered— twenty- | 
six males and twenty-three females ; fifteen im-| 
proved—four males and eleven females ; eighteen | 
unimproved—ten males and eight females ; died, 
thirty-two—sixteen males and sixteen females. 

The causes of death were, dysentery, sixteen ; 
general paralysis, five ; consumption, two; old 
age, two; marasmus, two; ‘serous apoplexy, 
one ; congestion of brain, one; typhoid fever, 
one ; gangrene, one ; epilepsy, one. 

_ Our bill of mortality is larger than any pre- 
vious year, owing to the epidemic which carried 
off so va The Institution’ has never been 
visited with an epidemic but once before, which 
was in 1848. It was then less extensive and 
less severe than the past season. «Aside from 
this visitation, our number of deaths would not 
be larger than in previous years, with the 
same number of patients. Our average number 
of patients the last year, has been 129.

For the Maine Farmer. 
LETTER FROM OREGON. 

Mr. Eprror :—In my last, I believe I promis- 
ed to give you at some future time, a brief des- 
cription of some of the curiosities to be found 
on the overland route to Oregon. The impres- 
sions produced by these objects have been in 
part obliterated by time, and the power of 
memory to reproduce sepsations of an agreeable 
nature seem less effective than in treasuring up 
the fatigues, dangers, and hardships of a jour- 
ney across the plains. Nor is a person usually 
in a frame of mind adapted to enjoy the full 
emotions of sublimity or beauty, while, travel- 
worn, harrassed and perplexed, he plods his way 
by the side of an ox team, with hundreds of 
miles of mountain and valley—of driving dust 
and rocky hills stretching out before him. 

From the erossing of the Missouri river, (which 
i accomplished by some below, and by others 
above the mouth of the Platte river,) to Fort 
Kearney, a distance of near 350 miles; the face 
of the country cousists mostly of beautifal roll- 
ing prairies of rich soil, producing a luxuriant 
growth of grass. From this point the country 
becomes more broken, and the soil less fertile. 
About 250 miles above Fort Kearney, and on 
the south bank of the river Platte, stands a 
singular monument called ‘‘Chimney Rock.” 
The base is a hill or mound of earth of a sharp 
conical form, from the apex of which rises a 
cylindrical column of rock seventy-fivg or eighty 
feet in height. The mound itself is perhaps 
150 feet high, making a height of some 225 
feet above the surrounding plain. The column 
is of soft sandstone that may be readily cut with 
a knife, and yet it seems to resist the aetion of 
the air and elements. Twenty miles further are 
‘*Seott’s Bluffs.”’ These bluffs or rocks very 
nearly resemble the representations of those old 
castles described by Scott, and to see it as I did, 
in the clear moonlight, it required no great 
stretch of the imagination to deem its towers 
filled with feudal retainers, and beneath its 
spreading domes, the ample hall where feasting 
and revelry, and wine, and wassail wore the 
nightaway. And as I lay in a kind of dreamy 
reverie, carried back to the days of youthful 
romance, watching the gray shadows that seem-

The applications were trans- 
mitted by Marston, who received the Warrants. 
It appeared that Frost was concerned with Mars-

Marston was conyicted of the offences at a for- 
mer Term. : 

After the testimony was principally out on 
the part of the prosccution, Frost's counsel 
waived the introduction of further een: 5 
reserving the right to introduce evidence to the 
Court in mitigation. 

Verdicts of Guilty, were rendered in both 
cases. 

~Testimony of previous good character of Frost 
was introduced, and other circumstances in miti- 
gation—and the jury recommended him to the

Mr. Epitor :—Besides the pulling down the 
old jail, which is sure to be done in a compara- 
tively short space of time, if the will of the 
people of the county, the dictates of humanity, 
or a due regard to economy, are to have any in- 
fluence with the board of County Commissioners, 
which I cannot but suppose they will, as they 
are shrewd, practical, and humane men. 

In the re-erection of the jail, the best models 
in the country should be most thoroughly exam- 
ined, and such improvements made upon them 
as experience may have suggested. The securi- 
ty, health, employment, and reformation, should 
be provided for—the employment more especial- 
ly, both as a means of promoting the health and 
reforming the prisoner. Accommodations should 
be provided for those sentenced to the House of 
Correction. For the employment of the inmates, 
large, airy and secure work-shops will be neces- 
sary. 

There is in New Haven, Conn., a model jail, 
that would, with a few changes, be such a one 
as is wanted here. It is said to be so well man- 
aged as to gneasurably defray its expenses from 
the labor of the prisoners. There can be no 
better mean of promoting effectually the disci- 
pline and moral reform of a prison than well- 
regulated, constant employment, both manual 
and mental. Your space for these matters being 
limited, I will only suggest to the Hon. County 
Commissioners, the authorizing some suitable 
and competent person to visit the various jails 
in New England, obtain such plans as he may 
deem desirable, all such information with regard 
to their managementgemployment of the prison- 
ers, the effect it has upon their health and mor- 
als, together with all such other information as 
may be beneficial to them, in the rebuilding of

Marye State Prisox. From an abstract of 
the report of the warden and inspectos of the 
Maine State Prison, published in the Bangor 
Courier, we learn that the number of convicts 
in the institution on the first of December last 
was 92. Thirty of these were employed in shoe- 
making, 17 in quarrying lime, 17 as wheel- 
wrights, 11 as blacksmiths, 3 as tailors, and the 
remainder as cooks, washers, &c. The earnings 
of the prisoners during the past year amounted 
to $9270, and the expense of the rison, exclu- 
sive of salaries, was $7794—leavin, 
of $1475 in favor of government. 11 r 
says that, owing to the increase of convicts, 
some in-door employment must be provided for 
about twenty-five more persons, making addi- 
tional shops or enlargements necessary. 

The prison library now contains over 200 vol- 
umes, many of which have been donated by be- 
nevolent individuals. The warden says that,as 
the desire for reading increases among the con- 
viets, the necessity for punishment decreases.

The communi- 
cation between the different flogrs is a circular 
fire-proof stairway, in a tower just outside the 
oufer wall, and there is no hatchway or stair- 
case in the building.
